After obtaining the
usual common school education he entered
Unlon City High school and gradusted, after
which he went to Ann Arbor udiversity, e
removed to Towa In 1881 and for some time
wan engaged as nstructor in Latin in the
city schools of Muscatine. He pursued his
law studies in thoe meantime and in 1884
was admitted to practice in the lowa courts,
He beeame n oltlzen of Nebraska in 1885,
and has practiced law continuously sinee that
year, Pollitically Mr. Bausr adhered to the
republican party untll the refusal of the
ropulilican convention lo renominate Judge
Reese In 1802,  Since that time he has amii-
ated with the prople's Independent movement.
SHRAVED WITH CREDIT IN THE WAR,

Joreph Bluck, senntor-elect from Buffalo
and 2hermoan counties, I8 one of the best
known cltizens of the clty of Kearney, [Ie
wna born In Virginin sixty yoars ago, and has
sinee resided in Hlinols, Towa and Nebraska,
At the breaking out of the war of the re-
belllon he was a rexldent of 1linois and at
onee enlisted in the Fifty-Afth Infantry as a
priviate, By gallant contduct he wns gradu-
ally promotéd until he reeeived from Gov-
ernot Yates a commnisgslon as captain of com-
puny IS He participated tn the battles of
Shiloh, was in the Yazoo campaign and at
the slege of Vicksburg.,  After the close of
the war he located in Towa, where he lived
until 1875, when he came to Kearney. He
has served one term as eounty treasurer,
one term ns mayor of Kearney and has three
times brien elected president of the Kearney
Hoard of Educatlon,

LIVED HERE TWENTY-FIVE YEARS,

John T. Bressler, who will represent the
people of Wayne county In the next senate,
f8 0 native of Huntington county, Pennsyl-
vanin, having betn born in the Keystone
state in 1840, He became a resldent of
Nebraskn fn 1870, and has been an actlve,
progressive farmer slnee that time. He
has served Wayne county as treasurer two
terms, having been elected to that position in
1877 and 18T

LUCKY OHIO MAN,

George H. Caldwell, stata senator-elect for
the district composed of Hall and Howard
countles, was born in Melgs county, Ollo, In
March, 1844, and is therefore 60 years of
age. Ho was ralsed on a farm. During the
war he enlisted in company €, One Hundred
and Fortieth Ohlo infantry, and after the
cloge of the rebelllon lived In West Virginla
for some time. He wag admitted to the
practice of law in 1876, and In the year fol-
lowlng located In Grand Island, where he
opened o law office.  In 1878 he formed a
partnership with ex-Lientenant Goveroor O.
"A. Abbott, His pleasant business relations
with Mr. Abbott continued until 18582, when
he was electod judge of Hall county. This
‘position he held for elght years, Since 1890
he has practiced law with ex-Governor Ab-
bott as & partner. Two yenrs ago he was
the republican candldate for the senate, but
was defeated by the fusion candidate, John
L. Johnson, ‘Thiz year he had the satis-
faction of turning the tubles on Mr. Johnson.

FAVORS RAILWAY LEGISLATION.

J. N. Campbell, senator elect from the
Righteenth district, s one of the youngest
members of the coming senate. He was
born in Atchison county, Missourl, twenty-
nine years ngo, He moved to Nebraska
while quite a young man, and was always
fdentified with the democratic party in this
state until the independent movement at-
tructed his atiention, HMe was a member of
the last senate, and one of the leaders In the
domand for rallroad legislation. He was the
especlal champlon of the anti-Pinkerton bill,
and made a galant fight for its passage. He
18 algo n friend of the National guard and
an officer In the compuny at Fullerton,

BORN ON HISTORIC SOIL.

Thomas 1, Crane, another one of Doug-
Ias county's senators, was born upon the
historic soll of New Bedford, Mass,, January
6, 1854, He was educated in his native
state, and adopted the profession of the law,
In which he has been engaged since June,
1887. He has been an active republican for
many vears, and was elected a member of the
house of nepresentatives two years ago, and
led the list of candidates, polling the lirgest
vote In the county.

CAME FROM THE LAND 0" CAKES,

John Crawford, senator elect from the dis-
trict composed of Holt, Garfleld, Whesler and
Boyd counties, was born in Renfrewshire,
Beotland, In August, 1831, and with his par-
ents came to America and settled In Canada
near the Vermont line al a very early age.
He received his educatlon In Canada, and
Uved In that provinee until 1862, when he
became a citizen of the United States, lo-
eating In Marguette county, Wisconsin, He
became a resident of Boone eounty, Nebraska,
fn 1879, and settled in Holt county In the
year following. He I8 & prosperous farmer,
and never particlpated In politles until 1890,
when he entered the populist party and was
elected one of the supervisors of Holl county,
& position he has occupled four yedrs,

STATHSMAN AND JOURNALIST.

George Cross, cditor of the Falrbury Ga-
gette, has been promoted from the lower
house Lo represent the people of Jefferson
county In the senate of the coming legisla-
ture. He was born in Kenosha county, Wis-
conslp In 1841, He resided in the Badger
state until 1870, when he came to Nebraska
and located at tho thriving city which is
&till his home, He served throughout the
war in the First Wisconsin artillery, and
after the coming of peace entered the Wis-
consin State unbversity, from which he
graduated in 1867, He founded the Falrbury
Gagette In 1870, and has been |ts editor con-
tinuously ever since that time. He has been
very suceessful and has made his paper one
of the leading republican organs In southern
Nebraska.

WAS FORMERLY A REPUBLICAN,

W. F, Dale, ane of the independent sen-
ators eleot from Harlan county, will enter
the next session with the experience of a
term already well served. He was ong of
the leaders of the Independent side of the
senate at the last session and was chalrman
of the comwitiee on appropriations, besides
serving on the rallroad and other imporiant
committees, He was formerly a republican,
but joined the Independent movement in
1890, He {8 one of the forceful men of the
Independent party In this state and was fre-
quently mentioped prior to the last campaign
85 a4 candidate for both lieutenant governor
and congreas.

ONE OF THE OLD WAR HORSES.

Alexander Grabam I8 a veteran, not only
In republican politics in Nebraska, but of the
late war, through which he served with gal-
lantry. He was born In Licking ecounty,
Ohilo, in 1545, When the war Lroke cut he
enlisted in an Ohio regiment, althongh sev-
eral yoars under the legal age.

Ho Is 38 years old, of German descent and
was born in the state of Illinols, He hns
lived in Saunders vounty for eixtern years
and owns one of the finest half section farms
In that county., His abilities as a business
man  prompted the people  of Saunders
county to make him their county commis-
sloner for six successlve years, and it was
his excellent record as a commlssioner that
led to his promotion to the legislature.
SAID TO BE A GOOD MUSICIAN.
Henry C. Lindsay, the republican senator-
elect for Rlchardson and Pawnee counties,
wag born in Columbin county, Wisconsin,
on November 8, 1861, his father being Hon.
Richard Lindeay, one of the leading lawyers
of the Badger state, H. C. Lindsay com-
menoed the study of the law in his father's
office, was admitted to practice In 1882 and
admitted to practice before the Wisconsin
supreme court the following year. He re-
moved to Pawnee Clty in the fall of 1883
and formed a partnership with Hon., G. M,
Humphrey.

He grew to man-
hood In the Badger state, and while still a
student In the Wisconsin State university
enlisted in company O, First Wisconsin heavy
artillery, and served through the entire War.
He had turned his attention to the study of
medicine and surgery and gradunted from
Bellevue Medieal college In New York City
three years ufter the end of the war, For
fourteen years he followed the practice of
his profession at Lodl, Wis, During his
residence at Lodl he served In the Wisconsin
Atate genate during the years 1881 and 1882,
Ho afterwards moved to Nebraska and has
lived at Red Cloud for the past twelve
years,

A WELL MERITED PROMOTION.

John €. F. Me¢Kesson, sonator-elect from
Lancaster county, was born in Buena Vista,
111, on December 13, 1858, Immediately at
the close of the war and after n your's resl-
dence in Kansas, he came to Nebraska, loca-
ting In Richardson county, He has lived In
Nebraska ever since it was admitted {nto the
union as a state.  After completing a com-
mon  &chool education he entered the Ne-
brazka State university and studied there for
8lx years, passing through all the olasses to
nearly the completion of the senlor year,
In the meantime he embraced the field of
Journallsm, jJoining with Colonel Hyde In
founding the Lincoln Daily News, his libors
on that paper making it necessary for him
to leave the university before completing his
senlor year, He continued with the Dally
News for one year and then rimoved to the
farm near Emerald, upon which he still re-
sldes. In 1887 he went to Goodland, Kan.,
to assume the position of cashier in the bank
of Russell Bros. In 1888 he returned to
Lancastir coutty, of which he has heen o
resldent ever elnce,  In the fall of 1890 he
was elected a member of the leglsiature on
the republican ticket, He wan re-plected to
the house in 1882, and was one of the leaders
on the republican side. He is skilled jo the
art of parllamentary strategy and was al-
ways In the front rank of the hot battles
on the foor. This year he was clected Lo
tha seoate by a large majority,

SERVED IN NEW YORK.

Isaac Noyes, the farmer senutor from
Douglas county, was born In Saraloga county,
New York, In 1828, and was a prominent
manufacturer of wooden ware in that state
for & number of years. He gerved two terms
In the legislature o (New York and removed
lo Nebraska in 1579, and has since been one
of the largest and most successful farmers of
the state, He has always been an ardent
republican, and has been prominently consld-
ered ns a gubernatorial candidate, Two
years ago he was a ocandldate for the posl-
tlon to which he has now bren elected, but
his opponent was declared elagted by n nar-
row murgin, He instituted & contsst before
the legisleture, but the declslon was against
hlin.

ELECTED FOR A THIRD TERM,

John D. Pope of Saline county will serve
his constiluents In the senate for the third
time, having been elected 1o the Twenty-
first sesslon and re-slected to the last ses-
slon. He was born at Waukegan, HL, in 18506,
spent his earller youth on & farm and re-
ceived auch education as was afforded by the
oommon schools of which his country |s se
prouwd. At the age of 21 he entered Dart.
mouth college and remaluad there the requl-
site four years. After recelving his degree
he commenced the study of law In Chicago
and afterwards located at Friend, Neb., to
practios bls professicn. He bhas always been
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closely identified with the republican party In
Ballne cotinty.

FROM A HOMESTEAD TO THE SENATE.

F. M. Rathbun, state sgenator [rom the
Twenly-ninth district, camprising Franklin
ind Farnas counties, i to serve his first
term in the leglslature at the coming =sxxlon,
He was born in 1849 in the little town of
Ceurtland, in De Kulh county, Ind, Aflter
oblalning a common school edication in In-
diana he removed to Illinols, where he re-
malned for five years with the Hoyt Brow,
Manufacturing company. He aftorwards en-
tered Knox college st Galeaburg, Ill,, where
ha pursued hix studies until he gradunted
with high honors. He came to Nebraska In
1878 and became a homesteader. He has al-
ways been a leading farmer of his county.

ONE OF NEBRASKA'S SONS.

Sherman Sannders, sehator-slect from the
Elghth district, 1s a native of Nebraska, and
as far as learnsd the only member of the
senate born In this state. He was born at
Helena, Cedar county, Neb., In August, 1584,
After obtaining such an edvention aforded
by the common schools e attended Yankton
collége, where he rectived his diploma. For
the past four years he has beéen cashier of
the Farmers and Merchants State bank at
Bloomfleld, Knox counly, Mr. Baunders re-
celved the largest plurality ever glven to any
wenntorial candidate In his district,

BELIEVES IN FILLMORE COUNTY.

Charloa H. Sloan Is to represent the Twen-
ty-fourth senatorinl distriet, comprising the
countiea of Fillmore and York, in the coming
legislature. He s a young man, having been
born May 2, 1863, near Monticello, In. After
finishing a course In the public schools he
completad his edueation at that well and
favorably known institution, the Towa State
Agricultural college, at Ames, and it I8 no
diseredit to hlm o say that he pald his ex-
penses during the thrée yearveg and a hall he
gpent at college by working at manual labor
n part of each day, As soan as he finished
his course he secured the principalship of the
public schools at Falrmont in this state, hold-
Ing the position for three vears and pursuing
the study of the law at the same time, He
wig admilted to the bar at the end of three
yeurs study. In 1850 he was made county at-
torney of Flllmere county and was re-electoed
in 1802, As a result of his work In Nebraska
he owns a fine farm In Fillmore county and
& comfortable home at Falrmont,

IS A GODOD ORGANIZER.

Richard Smith, one of Douglas county's
trio of senators, 18 a native of Canada and
I8 47 years old. He went with his father to
MBDwaukee In 1868, when he returned to
Canada, where he remained two years, at the
end of which time he took a position as
driver on the Erie ecanal. He then lenrned
tho plasterer's trade, Golng to Chicago in
1871, he wns engaged in business as a con-
tractor and bullder untll 1886, when he came
to Omahn to follow the sume line of business
ness, He hias wlways been an aetive repub-
lican and was chairman of the colty eintral
commitien In 1881, when he proved his =kl
s a politleal organizer, belng suceessful In
gsecuring the eleetlon of George P. Demls for
mayor by a plurality of about 4,000, Mr.
Smith hns always been in entire synipathy
with laboering men of all clusses and with
lubor organlzations and wag the principal
mover in introducing the system of arbitra-
tion Inte Omaha. He {2 the president of the

WIELDS THE SCHUYLER QUILL,

John C. Sprecher, senator-clect from Col-
fax county, will be one of the notable figures
in the next senate, He is the editor of the
Schuyler Quill, and naturally a leader. He
wns born In Areannum, O., March 9, 1864,
and came to Colfax county with his parents
in 1871, Reared on a farm, he obtained the
education afforded by the district seliools of
his county and at the age of 16 was himself
a teacher In Collax county. He wielded the
birch for slx years, part of the time belng
in' charge of one of the ward schools of
Schuyler. In 1886 he first formed the ldea
of entering the newspaper fleld, and belng
disappointed in his purpose of buying an in-
terest in the Schuyler Sun he established a
new paper, the Quill., He was confronted
wHh the usual obstacle in the path of the
averige newspaper man—a lack of funds: but
his energetic nature declined to balk at so
trifling a matter as the want of money, Mak-
Ing a personal canvass of Colfax county, he
secured a pretty falr subscription list and
enough cash in advance to start his enter-
prise, Since that time he has made the
Quill one of the suceessful newspapers of the
state. Mr. Sprecher Is recognized as one of
the leading members of the populist party in
Nebraska.

PROMINENT IN CHURCH WORK, TOO.

Willlam' Steufer, senator-elect from Cum-
ing county, {8 of German descent and was
born in Walertown, Wis,, In 1847, He has
been a resident of Cuming county ever sines
1863 '‘and has had a successful husiness
career, belng the president of the West
Point Nuatlonal banlt at the present time.
Although this Is to be his first term in the
legislature he has for many years occupled
positlons requiring the exercise of good
executlve ability, His first office was that
of county clerk. For fifteen years he was a
member of the Board of BEducatlon at West
Point and fs still president of that organiza-
tion. He also served as chalrman of the
town board and afterward as mayvor of West
Point. For twenty-flve years he has been a
trustee In  the German Lutheran church.
Personally he enjoys a wide popularity in
his district and possesses the confidence of
all his constituents,

THIRD TERM AS A POPULIST.

H, G. Stewart was ono of the leading mem-
bers of the sennte on the populist side of
the chamber at the gession lwo years ago
and will be leader among the small handful
of independent senators at the coming ses-
sion. He was born in Fon du Lac county,
Wisconsin, in 1854 and spont his earlier life
on a farm. After removing to Nebraska in
1876 he reslded In Nanece county for six
yenrs, After that he went to Sioux county,
where he still makes his home. He has been
r farmer all his life and a successful one.
In polities Senator Stewart was a republican
until about ten years sgo, when he escheweil
republican politics and assumed an attitude
Indepéndent of all partles, He was onoe of
the leaders In the farmers alllance move-
ment and was for several years vico presl-
dent of the state organization.

ALWAYS A LEADING REPUBLICAN.

Orlando Tefft of Cass county has been a
familliar figure In Nebraska politlcs a great
many years. He I8 a native of lllinols, belng
born at Elgin in 1843 He rccelved an ex-
cellent educatlion. He came 1o Nebraska In
the territorial days with his parents, In
1867 he purchased the 480 farm which Is
still his homestiad and haa long been looked
upon as one of Cass county’'s most successful
citizens. e hus been prominently sssociated
with the repubiicans of the state, Is fre-
quently a delegate to the state and con-
gressional conventlons and was elected to the
senate in 1878 and 1880, He was re-elected
two years ago and will serve hig fourth term
at the coming sesslon. Previous to the last
republican convention he was looked wupon
a8 a candidate for the nomination of ley-
tenant governor, but declin:dd to permit his
name to be used,

J, C. WATSON, A WELL KNOWN LEGIS-
LATOR.

John €. Watson, who will represent Otoe
county in the senate, I8 a famillar figure
in Nebraska leglslative halls, having served
his county in every sesslon slnce 1887, He
Is a native of Mistourl, having been born
ot St. Louls on Beptember 20, 1850, He
removed to Miami county, Ohio, and after
obtalning his education adopted medicine as
his profession in Mle. He goon became con-
vinoced that the law was more 10 his taste,
and so afler pursuing bis medleal stodies for
a year went into a4 law office. He was soon
admitted to practicy, and after removing
agunln to Michigan was admitted to prac-
tice before the supreme court of that state.
He has been a resident of Nebraska for
meny years and has plways taken a promi
nent part in politicsl life, He was electod
ta the legislalure from Otoe county In 1857,
In 15889 he was re-elected and was honored
with the speakership, a position which his
acknowledged ability s a parliamentarian
preuliarly ftted him. His serviees to the
republican party of this atete led President
Harrlson to tender him the appolotment of

United States attorney for the district of
Aluska, a position which he declined, He
has served his party as chalrman of the

state central commitiee and was sppolnted
judge advocate on Governor Thayer's staff
a position which he alio fAlled upder Gov-
erfors Boyd and Crounse, He is a candi-
date for Lhe presidency of the next senste.

IS§ A NATIONAL BANK PRESIDENT.

John B, Wright, one of the senators-
eleot from Lancaster county, ls president of
the Columblan Natiopal bank at the capl-
tal city of the state and Is one of the very

few bankers o the leglslator, He was

born at Rochester, N. Y.. on December 10,
185, and doring the greater ‘part of his
youth reaided at BoWalo, He moved to
Michiean In 1861, mdfrom that state to
Montana, where he “‘ronghed™ It in the ter-
ritory for six wyeare.' He firat hecame A
revident of Nebraska' tn 1874, moving to
Lincoln, where her has alwaye been promi-
nently identified with the business Interests
of the second eity of the state. Her organ-
Ired and 1 now presidest of the Columblan
National bank. In 1876 he waz electsd
